Congress Faces 
Stack of Büls 


WASHINGTON, May 25—(A>)— 
A thick stack of “ must” bills cast 
a dark shadow Monday ov er plans 
of Republican nleaders to adjourn 
congress J une 18. 
Senators probably will go oij 
extra hour shift this week and 
begin night sessions later in an 
effort to jam through a bundle of 
controv ersies. 
But unless the lawmakers some­ 
how can av oid the usual session- 
end squabbles, the best guess to­ 
day is that they will be able only 
to recess for the Republican and 
Democratic national conv entions 
and then return to finish the job 
in Washington’s hot and muggy 
summer weather. 
The senate planned to resume 
debate today on the annual farm 
appropriation prov iding more than 
$1,000,000,000 for the agriculture 
department. 
So far congress has sent to Mr. 
Truman only four of the more 
than a dozen appropriation bills 
which hav e to be passed before 
the new fiscal year begins J uly 1. 
Perhaps the cost controv ersial 


of the money bills will be the 
one making av ailable actual funds 
for the European recov ery pro­ 
gram and other foreign aid pro­ 
jects.
